.Vmrust 28. 1890. Salvator was at tliat time four 
years oki. He was ridden iu tliat feat liy the late 
Miirt.v Bergen at 1)0 |Kinnds. 'Flie Monmoiitli Fark 
■Association gave Mr. Haggin a imrse of $2,500 for 
tlie iM-rformaiice. 'I'lie stipulation was tliat Salvator 
should tH*at Ravel<¥*’s reixird of The iK'ttiiig 

was 2 to 5 tliat Salvator would win. The time for 
tin- first quarter was 23J; for the lialf. -171 and for 
tlie thrm'-qnarters 1:1 IT.

Ten Brneck. s<m of Fliaeton ami Faiiiiy 
Holton. Iiix-d and owikhI by Jolin Hariier, 

Niiiitiira Stud. Spring Station. Kentucky, was 
tlic first Ikh-sc to run a mile la*tter tliaii 
1:40 and ills record of 1 ::19'J sIimkI for thirteen 
years. He did it at Lonisvilk-, Ky.. May 24, 
1877. Hie third day of the spring meeting at Fliurcli- 
ill Downs. Tlie Is'st record for a mile prior to that 
date was 1:41 J. liy Kadi, as a six-year-old. at Hart- 
fiM’d. Conn.. Septemlier 2. 1875. It was in the second 
heat of a race at catch weights that Kadi made this 
record. He liad won tlie first lieat in 1 :42T, whicli 
ill Itself equalled tlie time made b.v Grey Planet In 
bis race against time at Saratoga August 13, 1871. 
ami whlcli liad stood as the best mile until the 
tliree-.vesr old Sc*arclier wlHi 90 iioiimls mi ran tlie 
distance at Lexington. Ky., Ma.v 13. 1875. Tlic 
Kcnituckiaiis were ui liigli glee when Hie recorct 
came to them, but when Kadi lowered it li.v a lialf 
scK-oncl tlie New Englanders liad their fling in elation 
and put the jieople of the Bine- (Trass c-ountry in the 
dumps, though swearing to find a liorse* that would 
bring the record hack. They were unsuccessful in 
wresting Hic honor from Kadi in 187(i, but in Sep 
tember of that year Ten Brcieck. tlien a fciur-year 
old. bad run four miles against time in low 

erlng tlie record for that distance from 7:19^. Dur 
Ing the winter .John Harper was jierslstent In his 
claims that Ten Brneck was ‘’the fastest boss that 
ever stood cm Iron,” declaring Hist he could lireak 
the mile record as easily a.s he' hud the four miiv 
rc-c-ord.
